the Eisenhower “partnership” 
policy. 
Federal Bureaus Disagree. 
The bill has produced a vigor- 


ous inter-agency fight which 
finds the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, charged | 


with administering the holding | 
company act, ranged against the 
Federal Power Commission and 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 


SEC Chairman J. Sinclair 
Armstrong has told a Senate 


subcommittee headed by Pas- 
tore that the bill as now written 
would be “contrary to the in- 
terests of both consumer and 
investor.” 

Opponents consider the ex- 
emptions from federal regula- 
tion which would be granted 
electric utilities under the bill 


equal in importance to those 
contemplated for natural gas 
producers in the natural gas 


bill recently vetoed by President 
Eisenhower 

They fear enactment of the 
Potter-Pastore bill would lead 
to forrnation of the kind of re- 
gional utility combine proposed 
under the Dixon-Yates contract, 
which Mr. Eisenhower ordered 
canceled after heated protests 
from Democrats and Senate 
investigation. 

In the eves of public power 
advocates, the bill could have 
even more significant results. 
They think it could lead to mod- 
ern-day versions of the huge 
Insull and Electric Bond & 
Share. utility empires outlawed 
by the “death sentence” clause 
of the i535 law. 


Why Backers Favor It. 


Backers of the measure, how- 
ever, contend it must be ap- 
proved to give private industry 
sufficient incentive to develop 
commercially - feasible atomic 
power as a new source of elec- 
tric energy in years to come, as 
supplies of conventional fuel 
for power dwindle. 

One section of the bill would 
provide this impetus and en- 
couragement for development 
of nuclear power. Another pro- 
vision, however, would make a 
radical and sweeping change in 
the present holding company

He warned that the 


1956 ap- 
propriation of $657,986 for the 
health department is insuffj- 
cient to carry all the personnel, 
and some workers may have to 
be laid off if more funds are 
not provided 

A study made by the Post- 
Dispatch shows that the fund 
for maintenance of the county 
health center dropped $49,641 


and the fund for hospital matn- 
tenance was reduced by $5569 
as a result of the tax rate cut 
Which accompanied the upward 
revision of real estate assess- 
ments last year 
Tax Rate Cut 55 Cents. 

The over-all county tax r: 
for 1955 was reduced from 51.0 
per $100 of assessed valuation 
to 66 cents after estate

compliance with the State Tax 
Commission order to bring as- 
sessments up to 30 per cent ol 
market value. 

The 1955 tax rate for the 
health center fund, which had 
been set at seven cents before 
the equalization program went 
into effect, was cut to four 
cents. As a result, current tax 
collections for this fund 


dropped to $355,437 last year. 

The tax for the hospital fund 
was reduced from 20 cents to 
13 cents and brought in $1,151,- 
705. Hospital Commissioner 
Curtis H. Lohr viewed the 
minor decline here as no cause 
for concern. 

For three other major funds, 
the tax revision brought in- 
creases in revenue. The general 
revenue fund received $11.963 
more from current tax collec- 
tions in 1955 than in 1954; the 


special road and bridge fund 
sot $96.069 more: the park 
maintenance fund, $3488 more 

Revenue estimates made be- 
fore the 1955 tax revision in- 
dicated that tax collections 
would amount to $5,664,561 
Actually, the total collected 
was $5,840,221. However, the 
estimates used for the 1955 
budget made no allowance for 


increases in valuation resulting 
from normal growth in the 
counts When allowance 1S 


made for this, the excess of 
$175,860 is wiped out 
Final Assessments. 
The final assessments on 
county real estate tor 1955 
amounted to $756,331,410, ac- 


cording to a report by County 
Auditor Clarence H. Hackmann. 
In its equalization program the 
State Tax Commission had 
ordered that assessments be in- 
creased to a total of $769,891,- 
919. 

The real estate assessments 
made by the county at first 
totaled $777.728.990, nearly $8,- 
000.000 more than the figure 
set by the state commission, but 
reductions obtained through 
appeals and reclassification of 
acreage property urban in char- 
acter cut the amount by more 
than $21,000,000.

Ninety-six work stoppages in- 
volving 41,900 workers were re- 
corded by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics in the year. . Man- 
days lost due to stoppages to- 
taled 433,000. The report cov- 
ered all stoppages involving six 
or more workers and lasting one 
cay or a full shift or longer. 

Kansas City had 26 work stop- 
pages involving 21,600 persons 
and resulting in 234,000 man- 
days of idleness. The total for 
Missouri was 111 stoppages in- 
volving 64,300 workers and 871,- 
000 man-days of idleness. New 
York City and northeastern New 
Jersey led the nation in num- 
ber of stoppages with 565

Utilities Pushing Bill Designed BAR GROUP FORMS 


To Legalize Power Combines 


Continued ll Page One. 


before the Pastore subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee centered 
on the controversial Section 5 
of the bill. 

This provision would enable 
electric utilities, if they were 
not already holding companies, 
to set up new merger companies 
for the generation and trans- 
mission of electric power with- 
out becoming holding compan- 
ies subject to SEC regulation. 

What Present Law Does. 

Under the present law, utili- 
ties which form new “G-T” 
companies become holding com- | 
panies within the meaning of 
the 1935 act. 

The present law gives the 
SEC authority to prohibit such 
utility combinations if it finds 
that they “impair the advan- 
tages of localized management, 
efficient operation or the effec- 
tiveness of regulation.” 

In addition, the 1935 act pro- 
vides a direct federal control 
over use of utlity funds for po- | 
litical purposes. 

Section 12 H of the act relates 
to political contributions by reg- 
istered holding companies, their | 
subsidiary companies and new 
companies formed by mergers 
of two or more utilities. 

Such companies are prohibit- 
ed from making “any contribu- | 
tion whatsoever in connection 
with the candidacy, nomination, 
election or appointment of any | 
person for any office or posi- 
tion in the Government of the 
United States, a state or any po- 
litical subdivision of a state, 
or any agency, authority or in- 
strumentality of any one or 
more of the foregoing: or to 
make any contribution to or in 


Support of any political party | 
or any committee or agency 
thereof.” 


By exempting individual util- 
ities from the jurisdiction of | 
the Holding Company Act when | 
they set up new “G-T”’ utilities, 
the Potter-Pastore bill would 
amend a major provision of the 
1935 law out of existence. 

1920 Inquiry Recalled. 

A historic investigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission into 
the pyramiding holding com- 
panies which controlled most of 
the country’s electric power 
production in the 1920s led to 
enactment of the holding com- 
pany law. 

Opponents of the present bill 
fear the same abuses could re- 
sult from its approval, although | 
in a new form. They foresee 
the growth of “holding com- 
panies in reverse.”’ 

Instead of the holding com- 
pany structure of the ‘twenties, 
in which huge firms controlled 


dozen of subsidiaries by pur- 
chase or interlocking director- 
ates, the bill could lead to 
regional power combines in 


which individual utilities set up 
new companies 

Except for the fact that the 
Dixon Yates combine was 
formed by two firms which were 
already holding companies, and 
therefore subject to SEC regu- 
lation, the néw type of power 
company integration permitted 
by Section 5 would be similar 
to the Dixon-Yates procedure. 

In hearings before the SEC, 
opponents of the Dixon-Yates 
dea] relied heavily on the argu- 
ment that the proposed con- | 
tract would be detrimental to 
the public interest, a criterion 
which the SEC, under the Hold- 
ing Company Act, is permitted 
to take into account in deciding 
whether it will approve a stock 
issue. 

The perding bill would de- 
prive public power advocates of 
this argument against utility 
mergers, in so far as non-hold- 
ing company utilities were con- 
cerned. 

Further Hearings Likely. 

Additional hearings probably 
will be held next week on the 
Potter-Pastore measure. Oppo- 
sition already has been regis- 
tered by the American Public 
Power Association, the National 
Rural Electric Co-Operative As- 
sociation and other public pow- 
er groups. 

In a recent speech before the 
Northwest Public Power Asso- 
ciation, Alex Radin, general | 
manager of the A.P.P.A., said: | 
“We have seen enough of the 
holding company act in recent 
years to know that, if anything 
the act needs strengthening, 
rather than weakening. 

“Moreover, there is nothing 
to indicate that the abuses 
which resulted in enactment of | 
the Holding Company Act | 
would not again be revived if | 
the controls provided by this 
act were suddenly eliminated. | 
Certainly a bill such as the Pot- 
ter bill would open up a verit- | 
able Pandora’s box.” 

Another opponent of the bill, 
Leland Olds, former chairman | 
of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, believes the measure is 
specifically designed to permit 
four utilities in the Pacific | 
Northwest to set up a new gen- 
eration and transmission com- 
pany. 

Washington Water Power 
o., Pacific Power & Light Co., 
Montana Power Co., and Port- 
land General Electric Co. have 
proposed formation of the Pa- | 

cific Northwest Power Co. 

Olds told the Post-Dispatch 
the projected new utility would 
be “set up to take over the 
major integrated regional 
wholesale power supply func- 
tion until now performed by 
the Bonneville Power Admini- 
stration,” a federal agency.

HE North Atlantic Councl | 


met in Paris on May 4 and 

5 under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Gudmundsson, foreign min- 
ister of Iceland, and issued the 
following communique: 

1. The Atlantic powers, sev- 
en years ago, entered into the 
North Atlantic treaty in face 
of the Communist threat to 
their common ideals and civil- 
ization. For they had seen im- 
periled all the human rights 
which their peoples regard as 
essential for their life and 


freedom, particularly represen- | 


tative government, freedom of 
the individual, the rule of law 
and liberty of the press. 
With the disappearance of 
the last free regime in eastern 


’ Europe, that of Czechoslovakia, 


the Berlin blockade in 1948, 
and two years later, the inva- 
sion of Korea, the concern of 
the free world reached its cli- 
max. 
military defense was all the 
more obvious because at the 
end of the Second World War 
the free world had disarmed. 


These were the circumstances 


which led to the creation of | 


NATO and its military strength, 
and this is why the sacrifices 
necessary for the defense of the 
Atlantic community have since 
then been borne, 

2. The collective defense ef- 
forts of the Atlantic powers 
have not been in vain. They 
have successfully deterred So- 


viet aggression in Europe and | 


have contributed to the adop- 
tion by the Soviet government 
of the so-called policy of co- 
existence. 

To the extent that this policy | 
Involves a certain easing of 
tension and the admission by | 
the government of the U.S.S.R. | 
that war is not inevitable, it is 
welcomed by the Atlantic pow- 
ers, who have always supported 
this idea. It is now possible to 
hope that those principles of 
the United Nations Charter 
which have regulated the rela- 
tions between the peoples of 
the Atlantic community may 


eventually also regulate the re- | 


lations between the Soviet | 
Union and the Western powers. | 

. The reasons which gave | 
rise to the Atlantic alliance have | 


not, however, disappeared. No | 


progress has been made towards 
solving certain vital European 
problems including the reuni- |

Reed, senior Republican on 


the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee, proposed a 
three-point revision of individ- 
ual income tax schedules at a 
time when prospects of a Treas- 
ury surplus have revived talk 
of tax cuts at this session of 
Congress. 


Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey has re- 
peatedly put a damper on con- 
gressional tax reduction moves. 
The 80-year-old Reed, who has 
bucked the Administration be- 
fore on tax matters, did not 
predict when he thought the 
budget would permit action on 
his program, but he urged that 
studies “be begun immediatey.” 

George for Tax Cut. 

In the Senate, Senator Walter 
F. George (Dem Georgia, 
member of the Finance Commit- 
tee told reporters he did not 
think there was a ‘“‘doubt in the 
world that we should cut taxes 
this year.” He added: “I think 
there should be a tax cut. but 
] haven't seen much evidence 
that the House Ways and Means 
Committee plans to undertake 
it” 

Senator John Marshall But- 
ler (Rep.), Maryland, announced 
he would ask the Senate Tues- 
day to set up a special commis- 
sion to conduct a broad study 
of the impact of federal taxes 
on individual taxpayers, small 
business and the national econ- 
omy

Democrats Waiting. 


Democratic House leaders 
have curbed tax cutting moves 
until they have a better idea of 
the size of the expected Treas- 
ury surplus at the end of the 
tax collection period. 

Representative Wilbur Mills 
of Arkansas, second ranking 
Ways and Means committee 
Democrat, last Tuesday esti- 
mated the probable surplus at 
more than two billion dollars 
but said general tax reduction 
now might involve serious “in- 
flationary dangers” that would 
cancel out any benefits. 


Reed advanced a program of 
tax reduction applying to all 
income brackets together with 
tightening of tax loopholes ‘‘as 
a first step toward a fairer and 
simpler income tax system.” 

His program, which he care- 
fully made conditional on the 
time when the Government's 
operating budget will permit, 
proposed: 

“First, the top (income) 
bracket rate should be re- 
duced to at least 75 per cent 
(from 91 per cent at present). 

“Second, all other bracket 
rates including the bottom 
should be graduated down- 
ward to conform to the new 
top rate, and 

“Third, the law should be 
simplified by the elimina- 
tion of as many of the special 
exemptions as possible.” 
Reed said this program 
“should commend itself to every 
member of Congress, irrespec- 
tive of party,” but he refrained 
from putting a specific date on 
it—whether this session or 
later. 

Opposes Repeal. 


Reed prefaced his statement | more i 
with a critical reply to advo- | 


cates of repeal of the federal 
income tax system. 

Although he mentioned no 
names, it appeared to be in 
answer to a recent published 
article by former revenue com- 
missioner T. Coleman Andrews. 
Andrews, who resigned to be- 
come head of a Virginia insur- 
ance firm, said income taxes 
should be repealed and another 
tax system instituted. 

Reed agreed there was “room 
for improvement,” but he 
placed the blame for present 
difficulties on excessive rates 
and accongpanying pleas for 
special relief. 

He asserted that talk of 
abolishing the income tax “is 
totally unrealistic” and “like 
trying to cure the patient by 
killing him.”

PSYCHOLOGISTS HEAR 
REPORT ON ANEY 


No Single Test Can Meas- 
ure This Condition, 
Scientists Are Told, 


Anxiety is not all of one 
piece, but comes in different 
shapes and forms which are not 
capable of being measured by 
one test, two: psychologists de- 
clared here yesterday at the 
final session of the twenty- 
eighth annual scientific meeting 
of the Midwestern Psychologi- 
cal Assocition at Hotel Shera- 
ton-Jefferson. 


Douglas N. Jackson, of the 
Menninger Foundation, Topeka, 
Kan., and Robert Bloomberg of 
the Veterans Administration 
Hospital at St. Cloud, Minn., 
studied four different tests by 
which psychologists have sought 
to measure anxiety. 

An individual who was shown 
by one test to be anxious would 
be shown, according to the re- 
sults of another test, as being 
without anxiety, they said. Con- 


sequently, they pointed out, | 
these hitherto accepted. tests 
are not measuring the same 


thing. and the results of their 
study disprove “the unitary con- 
ception of anxiety.” 

Marked personality changes 
have occurred in some patients 
who undergo surgery for a 
heart condition known as mitral 
stenosis, a narrowing of the 
mitral valve of the heart, Misha 
S. Zaks and Marion H. Groves 


of the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
‘nology and George K. Yacor- 


zynski of Northwestern Univer- 
sity School of Medicine re- 
ported at the meeting. 


They said that a higher de- 


gree of anxiety, depression, sul- 
cidal trends, and aggressive 
feelings were shown by these 
patients than by normal individ- 
uals. or by patients with other 
types of heart ailments. 


Some of these personality 
changes have lasting effects, 
they added. It is not known 


whether they are caused by the 
stress under which the heart 
patient lives, or by organic 
changes in the brain as the re- 
sult of impairment of oxygena- 
tion during the heart condition. 

Cardiac surgery, which is 
sometimes resorted to in cases 
of mitral stenosis, may tem- 
porarily exaggerate these symp- 
toms, they said, but with the 
passage of time the patient will 
show better results than before 
his operation. 

About 1000 psychologists at- 
tended the three-day session 
here, at which papers touching 
on many phases of research in 
the field of human _ behavier 
were delivered.

Explosions Change the World’s Weather?

mankind on this small planet. 


These fears persist above all in the mat- | 


ter of climate. After every series of tests 
the commission receives thousands of let- 
ters blaming any excess of heat, cold, 
drouth or rainfall on the explosions. 

Yet a look at the record shows that 
all the scientists in meteorology and re- 
lated fields, with one or two exceptions, 
who have studied the results of the H- 
bomb explosions, find nothing to sup- 
port the fear that the weather is being 
altered. Great as is the force of the 
explosions, they are small in comparison 
to the volcanic eruptions which in the 
past are believed to have had a tempo- 
rary effect on climate. 


Each time a test has been conducted in 
the Pacific a number of weather analysts 
have participated. This time the weather 
group is larger than ever before. Directly 
associated with the test are 39 weather 
analysts and forecasters. More than 500 
other weather specialists are on planes 
and ships in the area. 

Their primary task is to determine 
wind directions and velocities in the up- 
per air so that the path of the fallout of 
radio-active material in the immediate 
aftermath of an explosion can be chart- 
ed. The fallout of radio-active ash on a 
Japanese fishing vessel 85 miles from

a decrease in the intensity of the sun's 
radiation, result in excessive rainfall and 
contaminate the world’s atmosphere for a 
considerable period with radio-active ma- 
terial sufficient to influence the rate of ab- 
normal births in future generations. It is 
the Known effect of radiation in increasing 
amounts in causing the birth of a greater 
percentage of defectives that has stirred 
the deepest fears, 

Two of America’s most distinguished 
meteorologists, Lester Machta and D. L. 
Harris of the United States Weather Bu- 
reau, published the results of an extensive 
study in Science in January, 1955, show- 
ing that no effect on weather could be 
established. In this paper they were con- 
cerned particularly with the relationship 
between A-bomb tests in Nevada and the 
weather. They asked the opinion of 80 
weather specialists and they reported as 
follows: 


“None of the scientists who replied to 
the inquiry about A-bombs and weather 
felt that the energy of the explosion 
could have a significant effect on the 
weather.”

The Ma iil Plan for aid to Europe 
was proposed by State Secretary Marshall 
in‘ June, 1947 and became a law in April, 
1948. To direct the Marshall Plan, Tru- 
man selected a Republican—and one of 
| the great salesmen of the world, Paul G, 
| Hoffman. For this four-year plan, Repub- 
licans, under the leadership of the late 


Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan, joined Democrats for comparatively 
long term commitments, something the 
Eisenhower Administration is asking to- 
day. 

The Marshall Plan under Hoffman, 
who selected some of the best adminis- 
trators seen in Government, paved the 
way for the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and the Mutual Defense 
Assistance Act of 1949. In his inaugural 
address in January 1949, Truman devot- 
ed 65 words to his Point IV program of 
technical assistance to underdeveloped 
countries. In the spring of 1950 he put 
real pressure behind the idea which has 
had the widest acceptance of any of the 
economic aid proposals. The Korean 
war broke out in the summer of 1950 
and the next year Truman and his advis- 
ers developed the Mutual Security Pro- 
gram with its military and economic aid 


to most of the free or uncommitted 
nations, 

President Eisenhower reorganized the 
foreign aid program into the Foreign 


Operations Administration and put it un- 
der Stassen. In 1955 this organization lost 
some of its prestige by absorption into 
the State Department as a semi-autono- 
mous ICA. 

The differences between the Truman 
and Eisenhower direction of foreign aid 
were that the former took the initiative 
and put immense drive behind his plans to 
get them approved by Congress and to 
have them administered with imagination, 
vigor and efficiency Hoffman, the bril- 
liant sold the Marshall Plan 
idea to the Congress and the benefiting 
countries.

The City Charter is as important an ingredi 
ent as public interest in producing good cits 
government. After all, it limits what the voters 
and their elected officials may do, And there is 
much which cannot be done under the present 
Charter, adopted more than 40 years ago 

Under the old Charter there are wasteful 
duplications of functionf ™ ‘Collection of taxes 
and fees is not efficiently centralized, nor is 
Several city de 
partments are charged with duties which are not 
in line with their cHief functions. The old Char- 
ter provides for less home rule than is desir- 
able. It gives undue importance to the so-called 
county offices. These have not been brought 
under civil service as the city offices have been. 
In a sense, this gives minor politicians more 
power than is in the hands of the Mayor. All 
such provisions need to be examined with a 
view to recommending changes. ; 

There is also the question whether an expand- 
ing, progressive community—in a time utterly 
different from that in which the present charter 
was adopted—does not need a scope for deci- 
sion and action not dreamed of four decades 
ago. There is a question, for example, whether

The 13 freeholders to be elected Tuesday 
are not expected to have the answers to all of 
these questions. Their task will be to decide 
which of the questions call for answers, and 
what those answers should be. Their conclusions 
will be brought before the voters within a year 
But it is of the utmost importance now that 
the voters turn out to elect men and women in 
whose work they can have confidence. 

The Post-Dispatch recommends the election 
of the 13 members of the Citizens-Tucker ticket, 
whose names are listed in the box herewith. We 
believe a vote for all 13 is the best way to 
assure election of a free and uncommitted Board 
of Freeholders which will study the charter in 
the light of the broad public interest. 

The politicians will have their “regular” vot- 
ers at the polls. They know what they want. 
That is, first of all, what they believe is best 
for themselves rather than what is best for the 
city. When it comes to city jobs, they obviously 
prefer the patronage system to the merit sys- 
tem.

Maybe the selection of 13 men and women 
for a rather technical undertaking lacks the 
emotional charge which comes with ‘throwing 
the rascals out” after a scandal. To some, the 
revision of a dated charter may seem an unex- 
citing business.

Making a good city government better is 
not a minor challenge. 

A modernized Charter will determine what 
the people of St. Louis will be able to do in the 
years ahead. Community progress will largely 


depend on a good Charter. If the politicians 


have a pocket-book interest in revision, the com- 
munity at large h an even greater interest in 
determining the kind of government it will have 


in the future, whether it will be wasteful and 
expensive, or economical and efficient.

Fishy Smell From the Wabash 

Has the United States District Attorney's of- 
fice at East St. Louis seen the report of the spe- 
cial’ House committee that investigated the 
“financial position” of the New Harmony bridge? 
If not, at least cursory perusal would seem to 
be in order 

Surely this report is one of the most remark- 
able documents to issue from Congress in a 
long time. It tells in detail about the financial 
monkey business that has been going on in con- 
nection with this important toll bridge link 
over the Wabash river on the highway between 
St. Louis and Evansville, Ind 

The report tells, for example, how the bridge 


. commission, headed by former Republican Con- 


gressman Roy Clippinger of Carmi, paid for 
tvpewriters turned over to and used by the 
Carmi Times of which Mr. Clippinger is pub- 
lisher. When the committee asked Mr. Clip- 
pinger why bridge tolls, extracted from the pub- 
lic, should buy typewriters for his newspaper, 
he replied

The report shows that the bridge commission 
paid out $374.04 for a camera kept in the 
Clippinger newspaper office; that the bridge 
paid $105.45 for insurance for a Carmi Times 
auto; that the bridge paid for decorating the 
newspaper office; that it paid out $40,000 in 
five years on salaries for Carmi Times employes; 
that it paid Mr. Clippinger for printing pam- 
phiets and tickets double what it would have cost 
to have the printing done in St. Louis or 
Washington 
Ir. Clippinger professed to know little about 
all this. When the committee asked why the 
bridge bought 1350 camera flaslbulbs in 1952, 
he said: “I don't know. I will say this. There 
ware several things that were jointly bought.” 
Then the committee wanted to know why the 
bridge bought 1440 pencils in one year. That 
time the bridge manager-newspaper publisher 
answered simply 


“I don't know.’ 
When the committee totaled up, it found 
$69,101.74 of “ascertainable financial detriment 
to the commission and corresponding benefit to 
Roy Clippinger’s interests.” But it said that 
“expenditures not readily. ascertainable” would 
“probably add a number of thousands of dollars.” 

The House committee, composed of Con- 
gressman Winfield K. Denton of Indiana, chair- 
man, and Congressmen Melvin Price and 
Sid Simpson of Illinois, recommends that the 
bridge commissioners be ousted and the bricge 
be turned over to Illinois or Indiana in the pub- 
lic interest. It also recommends that the attor- 
neys general of Illinois and Indiana and the 
United Stafes attorneys whose territory includes 
the bridge “take appropriate action.” 

And so we wonder again if the report has 
found its way to the office of United States At- 
torney Clifford Raemer in East St. Louis.

Dr. Condon Comes to St. Louis 

Chancellor Shepley has met the severest test 
so far of his administrative courage at Washing- 
ton University. He has done this in his approval 
of Dr. Edward U. Condon as chairman of the 
university's department of physics. 

Dr. Condon is known as one of the world’s 
outstanding scientific research men, identified 
in the history of science with atomic energy de- 
velopment. He is also a “controversial” figure be- 
cause of a derogatory opinion from J. Parnell 
Thomas of New Jersey when that gentleman, 
subsequently a federal prison inmate for pay- 
roll kickbacks, was chairman of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. But how little 
Dr. Condon’s colleagues thought of that can be 
judged from the fact that they subsequently 
elected Dr. Condon president of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
whose membership is reckoned into many 
thousands. 

There is another reason for putting a high 
appraisal on Dr. Condon’s services. If he is an 
academic physicist, he is also a practical man 
of science as demonstrated by his connections 
with Westinghouse Electric and Corning Glass. 
And when a man rises to head the United States

Bureau of Standards he is a man of attainment 
in his field. Chancellor Shepley and the Uni- 
versity board have acted in the best traditions 
of free academic inquiry by setting aside fear 
of criticism to bring Dr. Condon to St.Louis. 
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A Task for Wise Men 

NATO foreign ministers have agreed to ap- 
point a committee of three to study ways of 
broadening the organization’s base. Whether 
the committee earns the right to be called the 
“three wise men” will depend upon who its 
members are and what proposals they arrive 
at. But there is mo question that the strength- 
ening of the Atlantic community’s political and 
economic ties needs thoughtful examination. 


Some confusion has crept into the discussion 
Heretofore, those who called for making NATO 
more than a military alliance referred to such 
steps as cutting tariffs and other trade bar- 
riers, developing common political institutions 
and even working toward an organic unity of 
government structure. 

Judging from news reports of his remarks at 
a secret NATO session, Secretary Dulles has 
given the idea a new twist He seems to be 
thinking not so much of strengthening the At- 
lantic community from within as of enlisting 
its members in a political and economic coun- 
ter-offerfsive against the Soviet Union. The ob- 
ject would be to win over the uncommitted 
peoples of Africa and Asia to the Western side 
in what a news dispatch from Paris calls “the 
battle of peaceful coexistence.” 

One thing the three wise (or otherwise) men 
of NATO will want to consider is whether such 
a concept really.responds to the widely felt 
demand for a more positive and constructive 
orientation of Western policy. A military alli- 
ance of mutual defense is necessarily negative. 
But it cannot be made positive merely by ex- 
tending into political and economic fields the 
psychology of military containment. 

In any case the very fact that NATO is now 
seriously thinking of what it can do along non- 
military ljnes is a gain. The three foreign min- 
isters who study the problem will have an un- 
usual opportunity for creative statesmanship.

The provisions which 
alarmed the politicians would 
have abolished the office of 
Comptroller, and established a 
new city department of finance 
in which the offices of collector 
of revenue, license collector and 
city treasurer would have been 
merged. The latter three of- 
fices were, and still are, among 
the major “patronage” offices 
remaining in the city govern- 
ment. Each is occupied by anh 
elective politician-official 

Fight for Patronage. 

Although primarily fighting 
to save these patronage oflices, 
the politicians waged their pub- 
lic fight against the proposed 
new charter by opposing a pro- 
vision which would have given 
the Board of Aldermen au- 
thority to levy a 1 per cent 
earnings tax It was charged 
during that campaign that some 
political leaders attempted to 
mislead voters by. representing 
the new charter itself imposed 
an earnings tax of 1 per cent, or 
double the then existing tax 
levied under legislative author- 
ity. 
The earnings tax issue cannot 
be raised justifiably in this cam- 
paign, as the city voters sub- 
sequently adopted a _ charter 
amendment in 1954, giving the 
city home-rule authority to levy

Public opinion, aroused by the 
politicians’ patronage grab, 
forced them to abandon this 
proposed charter amendment, 
and the Board of Aldermen re- 
luctantly approved the Mayor's 
bill calling for Tuesday's free- 
holder election. The battle now 
shifts to the polls, where the 
voters will decide who is to be 
entrusted with this vital task. 

The board of freeholders may 
recommend an entire new char- 
ter or they can propose specific 
amendments to the present 
charter. Their proposals - must 
be submitted to St. Louis vote 
ers for their approval.

ISTORY has a habit of 
H crecoins up on us; the 

decades between the 
Wars are now well on their 
way through that nebulous 
transition from “current 
events” tc “history.” Prof. 
Mowat’s book helps the proc- 
ess along substantially. His 
is the first real historical 
treatment of this rather con- 
fused and unhappy period 
in British development. 

Heretofore there have been 
memoirs, polemical accounts 
designed to score political 
points, and an occasional 
journalist's version, more or 
less acute but scarcely claim- 
ing to be at all definitive. 
Dr. Mowat has now produced 
a first-rate book—balanced, 
perceptive and readable. He 
has, in fact, given the prac- 
ticing writer of recent history 
an object lesson in how to 
do his job. 

This is histor y-in-the- 
round. No significant aspect 
of British life in the troubled 
"Twenties and 'Thirties is left 
out; the architecture of Lon- 
don subway stations is there, 
and so are the social vagaries 
of the flappers and the cafe 
society set. But so, also, is an 
absorbing account of the 
downhill slide to World War 
II, and an analysis in depth 
of Britain’s chronic inter-war 
problem of mass unemploy- 
ment,

HIS is not a book for the

bee's “A Study of History,” 
whether in its full 10 volume 
length or in its condensed 
form, you owe it to yourself 
to read Prof. Geyl’s pene- 
trating criticism of the Toyn- 
bee system and_ theories, 
which forms the subject of 
four essays in this book. 


Probably nobody has sub- 
jected Mr. Toynbee to more 
effective criticism than Prof. 
Geyl. That is his specialty 
as a historian, to criticize the 
historical method and theory 
of his fellow historians, both 
past and present. He him- 
self.is one of-the most emi- 
nent historians in Europe. As 
Professor of Modern History 
in the University of Utrecht, 
most of his work has been in 
the fleld of Netherlands his- 
tory but he made a big repu- 
tation for himself in recent 
years with his brilliant “Na- 
poleon For and Against,” 
which was the fruit of his 
wartime internment in Buch- 
enwald., 


History may not exactly be 
the bunk that Henry Ford I 
is alleged to have called it, 
but certainly its meaning de- 
pends vastly on who is writ- 
ing it. No two _ historians 
have the same method, or 
the same approach. And even 
the best of them can trip 
themselves up — usually by 
displaying bias or by trying 
to over-simplify it 


At least, that is the con- 
clusion to which the reader 
is almost inescapably driven 
as he reads Geyl’s very skil- 
ful dissection of writers as 
famous as Ranke, Michelet, 
Carlyle and Macaulay, and, 
in an essay on the American 
Civil War, of J. G. Randall. 

Each of the thirteen essays 
of which this book consists is 
illuminating, and the result 
is a valuable and fascinating 
contribution to historiography.

OST of us have a com- 
M fortable feeling about 

the protection against 
crime our various. police 
agencies provide. We seem 
secure as we read about con- 
tinuing arrests, prosecutions 
and convictions of numerous 
criminals, but this appear- 
ance of effective law enforce- 
ment may be deceptive. Wm. 
J. Keating’s new book, “The 
Man Who Rocked the Boat,” 
is a startling document prov- 
ing that big crime often es- 
capes the punishment it de- 
serves, because of the leth- 
argy or corruption within en- 
forcement agencies. 

As assistant district attor- 
ney in New York, Keating 
learned directly that political 
expediency and public in- 
terest are major determinants 
of the enthusiasm with which 
the police and the District 
Attorney pursue different 
crimes. A certain waterfront 
murder produced only apathy 
and extreme reluctance even 
to investigate. Keating alone 
would not give up; and even- 
tually three mobsters went to 
prison. 

When Keating left public 
office to serve as counsel on 
the staff of the New York 
anti-crime committee, it 
turned out to be quite em- 
barrassing to the law enforce- 
ment agencies. This “boat 
rocker” reached the peak of 
unpopularity with the DA's 
office when he publicized a 
hushed-up wire tap raid. The 
law took revenge by sending 
Keating to jail on grounds of 
contempt — he refused to 
identify his informants. 
Meanwhile, the wire-tappers 
went free.

Spaulding’s drawings and paint- | 


ings, which opens today at St. 
Louis Artists Guild, 812 Union 
boulevard, is notable for the di- 
versity of ways in which the 
artist has chosen to represent 
his own ideas and the world 
of rature. 


Techniques used by Spaul- 
ding, who is instructor in com- 
position at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Fine Arts, range 
from the Expressionism of his

“The Contemplation of Na- 
ture,”’ an amusing canvas show- 
ing a nude model posing while 
a man looks out the window, 
watching birds, won the Guild's 
first prize at an exhibit last 
year and received honorable 
mention this year at the Mid- 
west Show at Joslyn Art Mu- 
seum, Omaha, Nebr. 


1954 Painting. 


This oil painting was done in 
1954 and the scene is Spauld- 
ing’s summer cabin in Maine 
The curves of the nude are re- 
peated in the contours of an oil 
lamp at left. The seated birda- 
watcher and an ingular sheet- 
iron stove fill out the picture 
at right 

“Window in Paris,” a 
painting which also won 
orable mention at Omaha this 
year, has a contrasting mood 
It shows a girl playing a man- 
dolin, with an iron grillwork at 
left. Cool, contemplative tones 
of green and blue dominate 
The style is romantic realism. 

Just as “Window in Paris” 
harks back to the months the 
artyt spent abroad during 1950 
on a Yale University School 
of Fine Arts fellowship, so 
other pictures in the show re- 
call summers spent at fishing 
villages in Maine and on Cape 
Cod. Spaulding came here 
from New England in 1951.

Spaulding remarked that 
many of the pictures represent- 
ed in their subject-matter “an 
autobiographical, retrospective” 
effort. Hhe said he had spent 
some time on Cape Cod in 1950 
and had seen a great many girls 
around the beach, soaking up 
the sun and waiting for some- 
thing to happen. 

‘View In Stonington’ 

The first painting the viewer 
sees on entering the gallery is 
“View in Stonington,” an at- 
tempt to catch the character of 
a Maine fishing village in the 
style of modified cubism. It is 
done in shades of red, with 
granite blocks of jetties and a 
fishing launch or two in the 
foreground, in gray and black. 


Also prominently displayed 
are a large oil study of a 
Negro woman and an abstrac- 
tion of a marine landscape 
called “Lighthouse Offshore.” 
oth were painted this year. 


The marine, like several other 
works on display, uses geomet- 
ric shapes and figures suggest- 
ive of patterns one might see 
in and around a boatyard. 

In many instances, finished 
oil paintings are hung beside 
drawings or studies that were 
made in preparation for them. 
There are 16 oil paintings and 
25 drawings. The exhibition will 
be on view through May 16. 
A reception will be held this 
afternoon from 3 to 5 o’cloek. 

Explaining the diversity of 
the exhibit, Spaulding said he 
did not want to become stuck 
with one mode of expression 
because it happened to be fash- 
ionable at the moment. He said 
he had tried to suit the style 
to the subject matter.

Washington State's highways 
and byways are bedecked in 
dazzling floral displavs now, 
and the colorful panorama will 


continue late into the autumn 


months. 

Fragrant lilacs will bloom in 
Spokane during the second and 
third weeks of May. Spokane is 
often called the Lilae City since 
the shrub grows profusely in 
the city parks and residential 
districts. The annual Lilac 
Festival, takes place here be- 
tween May 14 and 20. 

Wild mountain flowers— 
Washington's most colorful and 
spectacular flower show—begin 
sometime in early June with 
the blooming of avalance lilies, 
mountain buttercups and west- 
ern anemone. About a month 
later, the alpine meadows are 
ablaze again with lupines, paint 
brushes, speedwells and hun- 
dreds of other later blooming 
species. 

Alpine flowers may be seen 
at Paradise Valley and Lake 
Tipsoo in Mt. Rainer National 
Park.

ALL DESCRIPTION COAST VACATION AREA 


Most folks who have seen 
the Grand Tetons of Wyoming, 
leave them with a single com- 
ment: “They look like moun- 
tains ought to look.”’ 

And they do—sheer pinnacles 
of jagged rock, glacier dotted, 
ever changing, ever beautiful. 

Many travelers liken them to 
the Swiss Alps—but this is not 
an entirely correct comparison 
and entirely too pat for this 
range which defies every de- 
scriptive adjective in the Eng- 
lish language. 

Actually, 
which 


no matter from 
direction vou approach 
the Tetons—whether on U.S 
187 or U.S. 287 from the south 
on U.S. 26 from the southeast 
from Yellowstone Park to the 
north—you are entirely unpre- 
pared for what confronts you, 
and this may be part of the 
grandeur. 

Approaching from the south, 
you first skirt the rugged Wind 
river mountains, then drop into 
the twisting ‘narrows of Hoback 
Canyon, finally emerging in the 
quaint mountain town of Jack- 
son. 

You sense that the Tetons are 
near, but you're in a pocket and 
a low ridge hides the view to 
the north. You drive on anx- 
iously and suddenly you're right 
in the middle of Jackson Hole— 
an exquisite expanse of green 
cashmere fields, dotted with ev- 
ery imaginable color and size 
of wild alpine flower 

Suddenly, There They Are. 


And there, jutting = silver 
crowns into the sky, are the 
Tetons. You have been pre- 


pared for more tranquil scenery, 
nothing like this, and the im- 
mensity of this forty-mile range 
as it marches north and south 
along the western rim of the 
valley leaves you silent, know- 
ing that this experience is too 
big for words 

Depending on the hour you 
emerge into the valley. the 
Tetons. may be a deep shadowed 
blue, a glittering silver, a hazy 


mixture of green and white 
They may be clearly outlined 
showing their massive bases 


and needle-like summits some 
14,000 feet high, or they may 


be partially obscured by azure 
haze and intermingling white 
clouds. 


But stop your car, wait a few 
moments, and the Tetons will 
change their mood for you. 

From the east you first must 
cross Togwotee Pass, an experi- 
ence in itself. From the north, 
you've just left the wonders of 
Yellowstone Park and you're 
sure that anything else you are 
going to see will be an anti- 
climax. 

You're driving through heavy 
timber and occasionally, 
through a clearing, you see 
something big and massive far, 
far away. You look again at the 
next clearing and all you See 
is haze obscuring everything 
and you wonder to yourself 
about this strange country. 

Then, just as suddenly, you 
burst out of the timber, into 
Jackson Hole. You're at the east 
edge of the valley if you're on 
U.S. 26, or midway down the 
long shoreline of Jackson lake 
if you're coming from Yellow- 
stone. 

And there they are—magnifi- 
cent, spectacular, changing 
shape and mood before your 
very eyes. You've seen a lot of 
scenery already and youre 
pretty jaded concerning na- 
ture’s handiwork by now—but 
you gasp incoherently and vio- 
lently shake your wife who has 
been sleeping beside you. 

You look at the unfolding, 
ever-changing vista before you 
together. And silently, together, 
you forget about nature, and

It then occurred to Royal 
that he had failed to anticipate 
the fact that someone or some- 
thing had to brood the chickens 
and scratch for food, so he 
paid the neighbor another dime 
and kept the hen until the 
chicks were big enough to fend 
for themselves.

Clinton is geared to chicken 
production. Since the chickens 
are sent parcel post, the Post 
Office is busier than Christmas 
time at the main Post Office in 
St. Louis. Early in the morning 
boxes of chicks start arriving 
and pile up until they are 
stacked to the ceiling. Postal 
emploves take turns weighing 
and stamping them. As fast as 
they are processed at the Post 
Office they are moved to the 
loading dock in the rear where 
truckers load them on trucks 
and haul them to the Frisco 
station 

There the chicks are loaded 
in special cars which the people 
around Clinton refer to as 
“chicken Pullmans.” These cars 
are equipped by the Frisco with 
the same heating and ventilat- 
ing system found in Pullman 
cars. The temperature and the 
humidity are tempered to the

they can be sent to Central and 
South America, as they some- 
times are. A few years ago the 
Booth hatcheries got an order 
for 500 chicks from Brazil. They 
had to be sent by air express— 
you can’t send chicks air mail— 
and at the buyer's risk. Trans- 
portation cost more than the 
chickens —$144 for shipment, 
and $105 for the chickens 

The factory-produced chick 
never knows a mother’s love 
The eggs are brought in from 
farmers around Clinton who 
are supplied with pedigreed 
chickens to produce pedigreed 
eggs. These chickens, raised on 
breeding farms which some of 
the hatcheries maintain, are 
trap-nested and checked daily 
for production, and any chicken 
which doesn’t have a batting 
average close to 300 eggs a year 
gets sent to the minors 

The Booth hatchery, which is 
still the largest in Clinton, is 
now managed by Jean Booth, a 
nephew of the founder, who 
boasts of the fatt that he more 
than grew up in the chicken 
business—he was born where 
the hatchery parking lot is now 
situated. His. family home 
burned when the _ hatchery 
burned many years ago. After 
Royal Booth’s death in 1947, 
his brother Rex (Jean's father) 
took over, and when he retired 
a couple of years ago, Jean as- 
sumed the managership.

@ WE'RE NOT QUITE SURE about the nesting schedules 
of songbirds, though they seem to go ahead regardless of 
weather. 


One pair of bluebirds in a box on the back fence

a hazelnut bush where the birds generally stop before carry- 
ing food into the box; and on sunny afternoons old Mike 
likes to lie just at the foot of the bush. This puts both par- 
ents into a dither; but they soon decide the old red dog 
means no harm. And once they've made up their minds 
to this, the feeding process goes ahead steadily, just as 
though Mike were far away. 

_ Another pair which have brought off a brood are the 
Carolina wrens in the machine shed. As often happens with 
this species, the choice of a nesting site needlessly compli- 
cates the feeding operation, since food must be carried by a 
circuitous route; in throngh.an adjoining shed, up through 
a crack in the eaves and then down to the wall cabinet where 
the nest reposes precariously on its pile of nuts and bolts. 
Then there's a Bewick wren in the woodpile and another in 
a gourd; a phoebe over the stable door; more English spar- 
rows than we like behind the shutters of the house; and 
doubtless many another. 


' This tremendous activity among the birds is one of the 
joys of spring in the country. Bobwhites whistle from the 
multiflora hedge at the edge of the garden, A pileated 
woodpecker comes each day to feed at an old maple stump 
in the front yard and has almost demolished it. Downy 
and hairy woodpeckers, titmice, chickadees, white-crowned 
and white-throated and field and chipping and g0ng spar- 
rows still visit the feeders.

The reason she was there—and hadn't 


been for such a long time before—is part of the remarkable 
story of one of the great American entertainers of all time. 
Despite her popularity for more than a quarter of a century, 
Kate still is almost more legend than fact to most of her fans. 
The following article tells the Kate Smith story through the 
words and eyes of Kate herself and the man who has been by 


her side for 26 years, Ted Collins.

If he is abrupt with a re- 
mark, it is only to protect his 
46-year old protege from an- 
swering too many questions 
that might disturb her emotion- 
ally. For instance, Kate read- 
ily answers questions about her 
plentiful figure—a professional 
trademark, but nonetheless a 
sensitive subject to any woman. 
“The plain fact is that I am a 
large woman in a field sup- 
posedly restricted to the slim 
and glamorous of my sex,” she 
Says. 

But when the conversation 
gets deeper, and Kate’s face 
grows more serious, Collins 
calmly interrupts: “okay,” ‘so 
much for weight.” 

At this, the fabulous Miss 
Smith looks quickly toward him 
and grins. She obviously is 
gratetul.

ATE was a scarcely - known

way revues and Collins was 
a young recording manager for 
a record company when they 
met 26 years ago. She was 
billed as “Tiny Little,” and the 
fans came to the theater to 
laugh at her antics. For $450 
a week, Kate could not com- 
plain. But she wasn’t happy, 
either 

Collins came to the. theater 
one night and heard her tre- 
mendous, clear - as - a - crystal 
voice, untutored but unmatched. 
When he went backstage and 
offered to make her a “serious” 
singer, “Tiny Little’ Smith 
cried in. appreciation. They 
entered into a verbal 50-50 
partnership in. which Collins 
was to be sole guide and man- 
ager of her professional af- 
fairs. 

“He told me,” Kate recalls 
now, glancing over at Collins 
with devoted.good humor, “that 
all I had to do was never ask 
any questions, and we'd get 
there. Just let him handle the 
worries. I put myself in his 
hands and we did get there.”’ 

Collins, a good looking man 
who stands perhaps two inches 
shorter than Kate, looked at 
her seriously. ‘You did it, too. 
Everything. In 25 vears, Kath- 
ryn canceled only six shows out 
of about 9000 she was asked to 
give.”

This is Hazel 
Brannen Smith, who at 41, is 
beginning to wonder if it isn’t 
better to stop weeping in pub- 
lic every time a Negro is beat- 
en or shot, and in that way pro- 
tect her stake in the community: 
Two newspapers, a Cadillac at 
the curb, a_ picture-window 
home in the hills, two Irish set- 
ters that love everybody. and are 
color blind. 

“Oh, no,” Mrs. Smith Says, 
holding up both hands, “I’m not 
talking any more. I’m done fin- 
ished talking.” She points to 
the short man in the doorway. 
“My husband was superintend- 
ent of the hospital. They fired 
him. They boycotted: my papers. 
The advertising fell down to 
nothing. We had to go west un- 
til things quieted down here.”

sell those two little papers. 
They are the only newspapers 
in Holmes county and they give 
Mrs. Smith a loud voice in civic 
affairs. This country is the 
deepest of the Deep South and 
the people grind their teeth 
when they read some of her 
editorials, but they read them 
or read nothing. 

Holmés county statistics make 
you hold the long breath 
whites, 9600; Negroes, 26,000 
The white Citizens Council 
looks at these numbers in 
fright; and some think Mrs. 
Smith is partial to the Negroes. 
In this they are in error. Mrs. 
Smith will fight for anyone who 
has been wronged. The color 
doesn't matter. The church 
doesn't matter. The politics are 
of no consequence. Mrs. Smith 
has principles, and a congenital 
inability to keep her typewriter 
shut. 

If her interests are centered 
on the uplifting of the Negro, 
she shows it in strange ways. 
She is opposed to school de- 
segregation. Negro children, she 
says bluntly, should have their 
own schools. 

“Put them together in one 
school,” she says with a mark- 
my-words index finger, “and it 
is going to be bad for the 
Negro children and the white 
children. Can't you understand 
that the Negro children are not 
ready for this? Can’t you under- 
stand it? They hate school, 
They have no culture at home, 
no encouragement. 


“A Negro boy in the seventh 
grade is struggling with work 
that a white boy in the fourth 
grade has mastered. Forget col- 
or for a moment. Is it right for 
two-thirds of a class to hold 
back one-third? Well, that’s 
what is going to happen. It’s 
just so plain. In this country 
you'll have two-thirds Negroes 
in the class and one-third 
whites.”

Conversa- 
tion dies as though someone had 
lifted the needle from the rec- 
ord. You sit at a little white 


table and you have a ham- 
burger or a bowl of chili or 
some cold ham. You order a 


cup of tea and you look up 
Back in the kitchen, a Negro 
girl in a too-tight sweater 
stares at you from a square 
window. The men customers— 
four of them-~—select toothpicks 
on their way out. The word is 
getting around that a couple 
of Northerners are in town, 

The statistics in the notebook 
tell you nothing about tension. 
Except that Americans. are 
tough on minority ‘peoples. Not 
long ago, the plains teemed 
with Indians. Now there are 
343,000 of them and 168,000,000 
of us. The slums used to kill 
off the city Negroes with a si- 
lent pistol —tuberculosis. Now 
they are getting better housing 
and the antibiotics keep them 
alive as well as the white men. 
So the Negro numbers 16,250,- 
000 in 1956. He’s now 9 per cent 
of our population. 

There are more Negroes in 
the South than in the North. 
About two to one. To take a 
look at the extremes, there are 
1,000,000 Negroes in Alabama 
and fewer than 500 in Vermont.

In Sotitth Carolina, there are 
900,000 this year and, in North 
Dakota, 275. In Texas the 
count is about 1,000,000 and, in 
Montana, 1,000 Here in Mis- 
Sissippi there 1,100,000 Negroes 
and 1,300,000 whites. 


The problem has many faces. 
Of the 10,500,000 in the South, 
3,360,000 are boys and girls otf 
school age. The Supreme 
Court of the United States says 
that these children—a little less 


than the total population of 
Chicago—must be _ integrated 
With white children in white 
schools within a reasonable 
time, 


What is a reasonable time” 
The problem required 200 
vears of slavery and abuse to 
flower. How long to cure it” 
Five years? More than that, be- 
cause the white South is drag- 
ging its feet. Ten? Maybe. But 
the guess down here is 15 for 
full integration. 


The first example of desegre- 
gation that this reporter knows 
of occured in 1859 or there- 
abouts. It was practiced by 
the master of .the Custis Man- 
sion at Arlington, Virginia. 
There, General Robert E. Lee 
set a ground floor room aside 
for “tutoring.” In that room, 
his children learned their read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, and 
so too did the children of the 
slaves.

OW the great-grandsons of 
Nine white masters are caught 

in a dark riptide, and the 
great-grandsons of the slaves 
have learned to add and they 
find that they number 25 per 
cent of the population of the 
South. Twenty-five per cent of 
anything represents a strong bal- 
ance of power. The white man 
gets on his knees and_ says: 
“Whatever you do, keep them 
from voting.” In many states, 
the Negro does not vote be- 
cause of intimidation. It’s be- 
coming harder to intimidate 
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him. When he gets the vote 


(which is bound to follow de- 
segregation in. the 100-year 
climb toward full freedom) the 
white politician will truckle to 
the voting strength of the 
Negro And, when that hap- 
pens, it mav be the white man 
will begin to leave the

Snap and sparkle and hick- 
ory smell of the Smith fireplace 
The Irish setters, both wet, 
were careful to set only on the 
scatter rugs, not on the cold 
stone floor. Hazel Smith sat 
with crossed legs, swinging one, 
telling of how much trouble 
she got into for reporting that 
a sheriff had shot a Negro boy 
in the back. 


She talked a little about Ya- 
zoo City, over a dozen hills to 
the southwest, where 53 Negro 
families signed a petition to 
have their children admitted to 
white schools. When last heard 
from, only two of those fami- 
lies still resided in Yazoo City. 
There are some people here 
who insist that pressure of one 
kind or another has forced 400,- 
000 Negroes to leave Missis- 
sippi in the last 15 vears. 

In Holmes county, no one 
takes a stand for desegregation. 
One is left with the feeling that 
God made all people equal, 
but some a little more equal 
than others

this state When Negroes feel 
that they have been treated un- 
justly, they quit talking If 
they work for white men, they 
do what the white man tells 
them, but they say nothing.

Mr. Loesser loves the rich, 
rolling, exhilarating cadences 
that can spill out into an audi- 
torium whenever a musical 
show approaches the freedom 
and the melodic fury of opera, 
or at least operetta. And at the 
same time he refuses to turn 
his back on the girl who has 
long since returned his passion. 
the impish and skipping and 
crackling straight musical com- 
edyv 

In his opulent adaptation of 
Sidney Howard's effective old 
play, “They Knew What They 
Wanted,” Mr. Loesser has sim- 
ply opened his treasure chest 
and hurled his bountiful prizes 
in both directions. 

The riches are almost beyond 
counting. In the vein of semi- 
serious there are sweeping 
hymns to the rolling California 
hills, ebullient explosions in 
honor of “Abbondanza” tender 
and touching little salutes to 
the beauty of passing autumn 
davs. More than that rhere 
is a roaring crescendo My 
Heart Is So Full of You") for 
baritone Robert Weede to sail 
at the balconies, and it is bril- 
liantly sung. There jis an old, 
plaintive, “Don’t Cry,” for Art 
Lund to wrap around the girl 
he is consoling — and uncon- 
sciously preparing to seduce.

A CULINARY QUESTION 
which perplexes Anna C. 

“I have some dry malted milk 
which I would like to use in 
making frozen malts. Would 
you please print a recipe in 
your Sunday column?” 

Here vou are, Anna: 
enjoy this 

Chocolate malted 
cream: Three-fourths. cup 
sweetened chocolate flavored 
malted milk: one-fourth cup 
Sugar; one-fourth cup milk: one 
cup heavy cream, whipped. 

Combine the malted milk, 
Sugar and milk in top of a 
double boiler. Heat, stirring oc- 
casionally until the mixture is 
smooth and slightly thickened, 
about 15 minutes. Cool to room 
temperature. Fold in the whipped 
cream; pour into a refrigerator 
tray and freeze.

MRS. E. D. wants to know 
how to treat an iron skillet that 
rusted after being washed and 
dried in a dishwasher. She also 
asks if there is anything that 
can be done to remove a rancid 
oil odor from a wooden salad 
bowl, explaining that it was not 
a treated bow! but just “plain, 
rough wood.” 

Just recondition the skillet in 

the usual . manner—that is, 
scouring it with fine steel wool, 
washing thoroughly, then rub- 
bing with unsalted oil or fat 
and heating until the fat begins 
to sizzle. taking care that it 
does not burn. Turn off the 
heat. allow to cool, and wipe 
out anv excess fat. 

It may be difficult to get rid 
of the offensive odor if salad 
was tossed in an unfinished 
wooden bowl. You might try 
rubbing the inside with pumice 
stone and a little water. Do not 
get it too wet; just work with 
the stone and a bit of water. 

If you are able to remove the 
odor and stains, wax the in- 
side very heavily with bees’ 
wax, burnishing with a rag just 
as hard as possible. The bees’ 
wax will not give any odor, and

He pointed out that the 
building is a sign of its time, 
being constructed with hand- 
made nails, horse-hair morter, 
unfinished lumber and has a 
22-inch foundation. 


The Holiday Hill recreation | 


area corporation leased the land 
from Norman B. Champ, owner 
of fhe dairy farm. The Champ 
‘family bought 380 acres of 
ground in 1913 from Joe Lucas, 
who operated a race horse stock 
farm. The ground is believed 
to be a part of an original 3000 
acres owned by the Brown fam- 
ily for which Brown road was 
named, and the building part 
of the original mansion of the

Nationalists Fortify. Is- 
land Heavily Against 
Threat of Red China 


Invasion.

MATSU ISLAND, May 5 
(AP) — This small Nationalist 
stronghold in the East China 
Sea could well be named “‘in- 
credible outpost.” 

From even a short distance 
it seems to merge with Red 
China. 

By military logic it appears 
untenable in the face of assault 
from the mainland—but not to 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s high com- 
mand and the defenders 

Even Americans, it 
think Matsu can be held. 

Or else why, it might be 
asked, should they station a 
military team here to train and 
advise the troops of Ma). Gen 
Hwa Hsin Chuan’? 

Why should millions of dol- 
lars worth of American guns, 
radar equipment and other ma- 
terial be shipped here? 


‘Incredible Changes} 


But the really incredible 
thing about Matsu is the way in 
which the ever present threat 
of war has transformed. this 
small island under the shadow 
of Red China’s might. 

Long trenches have been 
hewn out of hills and there are 
gun emplacements everywhere. 
Tunnels, supposedly impervious 
to conventional bombs and 
shells, house command posts. 
Cavernous ammunitions bunk- 
ers have been dug. 

The tiny island, which for- 
merly had nothing more than 
trails, is now crisscrossed with 
34 miles of highway. 

Amid all this building of de- 
fenses, the island’s once bar- 
ren hills, have been trans- 
formed by patient toi] into ter- 
raced vegetable patches. 

Only eight months ago all 
vegetables had to be imported 
from Formosa. Now they are 
grown here, in fields reaching 
to the very brim of gun em- 
placements. 

Ignored by Civilians. 

The civilians go about their 
work and play as if they had 
never heard of war. 

A woman peacefully washes 
clothes in a small _ stream. 
Small boys, seeing visitors from 
Formosa, give the thumbs up 
signal and, proud of the only 
foreign word they know, shout 
“Okay.” 

An wizened old man ambles 
along a highway smoking a 
pipe 

No one pays any attention to 
the sound of the shellbursts. 

A Nationalist officer explains 
casually that the Reds are fir- 
ing at Kaoteng, a tiny island 
within sight of Matsu and even 
closer to Communist China. 

Among other things, Matsu 
has a reforestation program. 
It is sponsored by the Joint 
Commission on Rural Recon- 
struction, a Chinese-American 
subsidiary of the International 
Co - operation Adminfstration 
which sent tens of thousands of 
saplings to the island. 

The soldiers who live here 
have scant recreation facilities, 
typified by an underground 
room with chairs, magazines 
and maybe a radio. 

Spotlessly Clean. 


One striking impression of 
Matsu is the spotless cleanli- 
ness of all military establish- 
ments. 

Troops look in good physical 
condition. Their discipline is 
excellent and their morale ap- 
pears very high. Most of the 
soldiers originally came from 
the mainland but have been re- 
trained and re-equipped in 
Formosa. 

The rest were recruited un- 
der compulsory military service 
laws introduced by the Nation- 
alists in Formosa. 

This time last year. most of 
the troops were billeted in 
tents. 

Today they are housed in 
quarters gouged out of the hills 
and affording good protection 
against conventional bombing. 

Squalor Borne Well. 

Civilian life in the 10 villages 
on the island is much more 
squalid. 

The dwellings are crude and 
dilapidated, the smells strong 
and pungent, and there are 
many flies. 

But the civilians, all things 
considered are cheerful, good- 
natured and optimistic. 

Nationalist officers here say 
that if Chinese Communists in- 
vade Matsu they will be met 
with resistance as stern as 
American Marines found in in- 
vading Iwo Jima in World War 
II. 

But the outcome, they as- 
sert, will be different: the 
Americans took Iwo Jima—the 
Chinese Reds will not take 
Matsu. 

Commander Confident. 

The most confident person 
here is the commander of the 
Matsu complex, Maj. Gen. Hwa, 
a 38-year-old native of the 
north China province of Shensi. 

Gen. Hwa has clean-cut, 
handsome features and fine 
teeth. He is calm and has an 
easy manner. But his eyes 
flash when he talks of the Com- 
munist threats against Matsu. 

*“Matsu,” he declares, “is a 
part of the Republic of China— 
and it will remain a part of 
the Republic of China.” 

The general is proud of his 
troops and what they have ac- 
complished in the way of forti- 
fying this island. 

He points to a long subter- 
ranean communication tunnel, 
burrowed through sandstone, 
and says: 

“Seven men worked nine 
months to build this tunnel.” 

But while his own troops 
furnished the labor to make a 
powerful fortress of Matsu, 
Gen. Hwa doesn’t forget the

TRIKING SYMBOLS of the 

affluence of organized la- 

bor in America are the mul- 
timillion-dollar union headquar- 
ters buildings springing up in 
Washington, D.C. The five new- 
est structures—three of which 
were just finished and two of 
which are nearing completion— 
cost about $15,000,000. The new 
buildings are of contemporary 
design, have luxurious executive 
offices, imposing conference 
rooms, functionally styled cler- 
ical work areas. 

All are in the choice real 
estate area of downtown Wash- 
ington. The International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists spent a 
million dollars for its 29,164- 
square - foot site at the corner of 
fashionable Connecticut avenue 
and N street. Executive suites 
in the $5,000,000 International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters’ build- 
ing have enviable, unobstructed 
views of the Capitol. At the 
AFL-CIO headquarters, nearing 
completion, top labor leaders 
on the top floors will be able to 
look out at the White House. 


Forty-eight national unions 
—about one out of every four 
in the country — now have their 
headquarters in Washington. 
Eleven own their buildings; 37 
occupy leased space. Primary 
reasons why so many are lo- 
cating in Washington are to be 
near the seat of government, to 
watch and influence legislation, 
to be handy to each other. 

For the wealthy unions, 
many of which have millions of 
dollars in reserve, real estate is 
an excellent investment. The 
International Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers 
estimated that it would have to 
pay more than $33,000 a year 
rental for the space it needed, 
figured it was smart economics 
to put that money into a building 
of its own which would become 
a permanent asset of the union. 


Less tangible, but no less 
significant than the economic 
reasons, is the prestige factor of 
a union's owning its own impos- 
ing structure with features as 
elegant as management's, if not 
more elegant. The marble and 
glass edifices, symbols of 
strength, could affect Washing- 
ton officialdom, as well as union 
members sight-seeing in the 
nation’s capital. 


The five new headquarters 
buildings are the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters’, fin- 
ished six months ago; the Inter- 
national Union of Electrical, Ra- 
dio and Machine Workers’, fin- 
ished in January; the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists’, 
dedicated yesterday; the Inter- 
national Union of Operating En- 
gineers’, and the AFL-CIO Head- 
quarters, both of them nearing 
completion. 

Other unions which own na- 
tional headquarters buildings in 
Washington are the Interna- 
tional Union of Bricklayers, Ma- 
sons and Plasterers; the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers; the National 
Federation of Federal Employes; 
the National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers; the United Mine 
Workers, and the International 
Association of Retail Clerks. 

The United Auto Workers 
has purchased the old CIO 
building for $500,000, and the 
United Plumbing and Pipe Fit- 
ting Union is Bee oat the old 
AFL building for $350,000. The 
International Union of Bakery 
and Confectionery Workers will 
start construction of a _ three- 
million-dollar headquarters in 
July, on a million-dollar site 
across the street from the Hotel 
Statler. The Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes, now with 
headquarters in Detroit, plans to 
build a half-million dollar 
structure in Washington soon. 


Headquarters of Many of America’s Trade Unions Are Costly, Imposing 
Structures That Rival Buildings of Government or Business 
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AFL-CIO

UNICIPAL ELECTIONS will be held throughout Italy 
M on May 27, and the outcome will be analyzed al- 

most as closely by diplomats on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain as by the candidates themselves. The diplo- 
mats are extremely anxious to know what effect President 
Giovanni Gronchi, an improved economy and the de- 
glorification of Stalin have had on Italy’s precarious po 
litical picture. In the parliamentary elections of 1953, the 
last nation-wide voting, a middle-of-the-road coalition 
barely outpolled parties of the far right and left, which 
scored substantial gains. The next balloting for members 
of Parliament will not take place until 1958. 

Gronchi, a left-of-center Christian Democrat, was 
named President a year ago and has transformed a cere- 
monial office into one of real political force. He seeks an 
end to the Christian Democrats’ policy of immobility, a 
policy due partly to the party's conservative elements and 
partly to its narrow parliamentary support against com- 
bined opposition from the extreme left and right. Gronchi 
plumps vigorously for land and economic reforms and 
expanded housing. 

With industry operating at double its peak pre-World 
War II rate, Italy is experiencing a belated postwar pick- 
up. Some observers say that the prosperity has had little 
apparent political effect, but such appraisals have been 
made without benefit of any nation-wide balloting. 

Italy's Communist party is the largest in the West. Its 
leaders are known to have taken up grudgingly the new 
line on Stalin. The municipal elections should show 
whether the shift in the Red winds has cost the party any 
of its following.

UBBLES BREAK THE SURFACE of the Mississippi. Below them in the 
murky water, Diver Charley Delps is putting in a day’s work. His only 
contacts with the outside world are his air line and a telephone connec- 

tion with his tender, Howard Salter, who stands by handling lines on a small 
barge. This job, by Delps’ standards, is routine. He is working his way 
across the river bed on an inspection of a 1000-foot-long section of two 12- 
inch oil pipelines at an underwater crossing to a refinery at Wood River. 

In more than 25 years as a professional diver, Delps’ work has varied 
from diving for false teeth to helping raise a submerged B-25 bomber. 

Delps is a graying man of 51 years who wears his mustache neatly 
es on a tanned, weathered face. He has the lean muscular build of a 
trackman and is soft-spoken and jovial. Delps was born in St. Paul, Minne- 
sota, started in his profession as a diver-tender at San Francisco. He has 
spent the last 13 years in the St. Louis area. During World War II he was a 
civilian diving instructor with the Navy. He occasionally makes jaunts, such 
as a trip to the Garrison Dam in North Dakota to inspect intakes 140 feet down. 

As to his diving for false teeth, back in 1947 an East St. Louis resident 
became short of breath during a long underwater swim in a pool of Missis- 
sippi River backwater south of Cahokia. When he surfaced, gasping for air, 
out popped his uppers. Delps dived for the teeth, valued at $150, on an agree- 
ment of $15 for the dive if no teeth were found, $75 if they were. After a 10- 
minute search, he came up with the uppers. 

In 1951 after a plane crashed in the Missouri River near Kansas City, 
Delps was flown there to fasten lines to the fuselage and wing section of the 
B-25 bomber to bring up the plane. 

Five years ago, a rumor spread in Phelps County that a body had been 
dumped into the 120-foot depths of an abandoned and flooded sulphur mine 
10 miles south of Rolla. Authorities refused to underwrite the expense of 
hiring a diver. Farmers chipped in to raise a fee of $150. Delps made two 
descents into the mine, found plenty of rusty tin cans and barbed wire but 
no body. In another assignment about the same time Delps hit a jackpot. 
He recovered $109,000 from a safe which robbers had dumped into the St. 
Francis River near. Sikeston. 

Most of Delps’ dives constitute hard work in the darkness. He sub- 
merges to inspect work on new construction of river installations, to clear ob- 
struction by demolition, salvage sunken barges, boats or cargo. Jobs like 
these keep him employed about three-fourths of the time. 

Delps also has first - hand knowledge of the dangers in the life of a diver. 
Once, while he was cutting with an acetylene torch at the base of a loading 
dock on the East Side, a four-ton beam slipped, pinning Delps on the bot- 
tom in 30 feet of water. Two divers were called to help. A high-pressure 
air hose was used to blast away sand and Delps was freed after 8 hours. 
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Part of diving gear, valued at $25,000, is unloaded from his small 
steel barge by Delps, foreground, and helpers.. The barge is 
moved about by a 25 horsepower outboard motor. Diving gear is 
compactly stored in chests, fits on a trailer which is towed by jeep.

Tightly sealed in suit and holding probing rod, Delps jumps from 
barge into water. At front of weighted belt is scabbard containing 
round -handled knife. Air and telephone lines, inclosed in heavy 
cables, trai] back to tender from where they are kept from fouling. 
Air and phone lines are used to haul Delps back to surface. 
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Salter, standing on barge and holding lines, knows Delps’ 
position from continuous stream of rising air bubbles 
caused by diver’s exhaling. On this job, Delps stayed in 
water for average of about 30 minutes each dive. He can 
stay under much longer. A compressor feeds him air. 
Bottle of oxygen, connected to air line, can be quickly cut 
into Delps’' hose if compressor motor should fail.

AX BECKMANN'S PAINTINGS, with their biting social 
comment and their bold, unacademic style, won him a 
position among the world’s leading artists of his time. 

His numerous prints and drawings are now being viewed with 
almost equal appreciation. Beckmann, who taught advanced 
painting at Washington University in 1947-49, is classified as 
“expressionist,” but most of his works defy identification with 
any one school. 

From the beginning of his active career in Germany in 
1905 until his death in New York in 1950 at the age of 66, 
Beckmann went through several changes of technique, but his 
works are generally marked by their startling treatments of 
space and by their use of symbols to convey meaning. 

A collection of 38 Beckmann drawings, prints and water- 
colors, produced from 1916 to the last year of his life, is cur- 
rently on exhibit at the Martin Schweig Gallery of Modern 
Art, 4657 Maryland avenue. It is the first Beckmann show 
in St. Louis since 1948, when the City Art Museum gave his 
works the biggest one-man show in its history.

Six New Records Set at Track Classic 


One of the nation’s big annual track contests 
is the Penn Relay Carnival, held for the 
sixty-second year this spring. At Franklin 
Field in Philadelphia, Jim Beatty, right, of 
the University of North Carolina, breaks the 
tape only inches ahead of Ron Wallingford, 
University of Michigan. Beatty's time of 
nine minutes and nine seconds for the two 
mile run set a new Penn Relays record. 
Wallingford’s time for the race, only one- 
tenth of a second more than the winner's, 
also broke the previous carnival record. 
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Officials stand by with measuring tape as 
Gregory Bell of Indiana goes through the 
air for 25 feet, six and three-quarter inches 
in the running broad jump to top previous 
Penn Relays record of 25 feet, four and one- 
half inches.

MINUTE TAPIOCA CREAM 
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GRANVILLE, ILL. 
HE STEPPED quickly out of the car, a 
black-haired woman of about 35. 
In her arms she held an 8-month- 
old baby. She started walking north 
on McCoy Street here. A few minutes later 
she was back, still carrying the baby. Hur- 
riedly she slid into the car next to a small 
boy ‘and the driver, a dark-complexioned 
man in his 40s. He threw the car — a blue, 
two-toned 1954 Oldsmobile — into gear 
and drove it a block north, parking it a few 
hundred feet from John Spencer Redshaw’s 
“International Exchange.” 

It was about 10:30 a.m. on a cool, misty 
Monday — September 26, 1955 — in this 
sleepy hamlet (pop. 978) some 80 miles 
southwest of Chicago. 

At 11, two men were noticed outside the 
former bank building that housed Red- 
shaw’s Exchange, a modern-day trading 
post run by Redshaw, 61, and his wife Mary, 
60, with occasional help from their daugh- 
ter Mary Ella, 38. There, drawing from his 
hodgepodge collection of thousands of items 
that jammed every inch of space, Redshaw 
would trade anything from a precious jewel 
to a human skeleton for whatever you had 
to offer. 

One of the men, wearing a light-brown 
topcoat, carried a bag that resembled a doc- 
tor’s satchel. The other, dark and in his 
40s, wore a blue suit. The two jumped into 
a green 1955 Olds that had been parked 
outside the Exchange for the past half hour, 
gunned the car from the curb. 

A moment later the driver of the '54 Olds 
kicked over his engine and swung into a 
quick U-turn. The two cars barreled south 
on McCoy Street, sped past the stop sign at 
the entrance to Highway 71, disappeared 
toward the west. 

About 11:30, Mrs. Redshaw, coming 
from the post office and.bank, arrived at 
the Exchange. To her surprise she found 
the screen door ajar, the usually padlocked 
door open. She rushed into the front of the 
store, saw no s.gn of her husband. Now 
nearly hysterical, she ran toward the vaults 
in the rear of the old bank building, calling 
her husband's name. 
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‘TRADER JACK’ REDSHAW?

She found Redshaw, a huge 300-pounder, 
crumpled on the floor of an open vault. He 
was still wearing his jeweler’s eyepiece. A 
few feet away lay the Thompson sub- 
machine gun that he always kept nearby; it 
had not been fired. Redshaw had been 
clubbed twice on the head, then shot three 
times at close range with a .38-caliber Colt. 
Rushed to the hospital, he was pronounced 
dead on the way. 

Today — almost eight months later — 
there is not one solid clue to the identity of 
his killers. The °55 Olds was found aban- 
doned, three miles west of Granville; police 
later learned it was a stolen car from Chi- 
cago. But the °54 car and the occupants of 
both have left a stone-cold trail. 

Who killed Redshaw? Why? And what 
manner of man was he? 

Those three questions mesh together, and 
together add up to the year’s top murder 
mystery. 

There has been no shortage of sleuths. 
State’s Attorney Walter D. Boyle and Sher- 
iff William Benson here havg been given 
the full cooperation of the state police. The 
famous Pinkerton Detective Agency looked 
into the case but later withdrew. Even the 
FBI has been asked to investigate but re- 
fused because no Federal law had been 
violated. 


His Own Banker 


Most obvious motive, all agree, is rob- 
bery, for Redshaw’s Exchange was jam- 
packed with a reputed one to two million 
dollars’ worth of diamonds, watches, an- 
tique clocks, sporting goods, musical in- 
struments, pickled snakes, ‘steam boilers, 
firearms, shuffieboards, exquisite china, 
Oriental instruments of torture, mink coats, 
sausage grinders, barber mugs, corn-cob 
pipes, expensive rugs and thousands of other 
things. Some of these even Redshaw didn’t 
know he had, for he kept no records of in- 
ventory or cash. (In fact, though widely 
thought to be a millionaire, he apparently 
had no savings account, presumably keep- 
ing all his money in his own vaults.) 

A self-styled “collector, trader and con- 
noisseur,” Redshaw dubbed his Exchange 


Redshaw in his store: He'd buy, sell, swap anything. * 
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Think you’re good at solving whodun- 
its? Here’s a real-life one, with plenty of 


motives. Eight months after the crime, 


it’s still a puzzler to Illinois police 
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the “Mecca for the world’s residue.” The 
Mecca was in two parts — in the vaults and 
offices of the former bank and in a huge 
factory building said to be crammed with 
over 1,000,000 different items. 

Trader Jack, or Uncle John as he was 
also called, claimed he would swap any- 
thing for anything. Over the past 30-odd 
years Redshaw — according to rumor — 
had traded, among countless other items, an 
operating table for 20,000 fish hooks, a 
sheep ranch for a yacht and, via a pyramid- 
ing deal, a camera for a Central American 
banana plantation. 

Redshaw claimed he never bought any- 
thing, only swapped, but this was not 
strictly true. According to a jeweler who 
had done business with him, his method of 
making a cash profit from his swaps went 
like this: “Jack would trade a $100 watch 
for your old diamond ring and $40. Then 
he’d trade the ring for $100 in cash or mer- 
chandise, pocketing that plus the $40.” 

Besides running a bustling mail-order 
business through ads in Chicago newspap- 
ers, Redshaw also did business with jewelers 
and collectors from all over the world who 
trooped to his padlocked door here. Look- 
ing for either “bargains” or rare items, they 
were let past the door only by appointment. 
And only a few were allowed to inspect the 
treasure-laden vaults. 

“It was like something out of the Arabian 
Nights inside those vaults,” recalls one be- 

« dazzled visitor. “Scattered all over the place, 
in cigar boxes, shoe boxes or just lying 
loose, were gems, rings, watches, neck- 
laces and I don’t know what elise. There 
must have been hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in gems just strewn about.” 

Robbery, therefore, was the first thought 
of everybody here when State’s Attorney 
Boyle began his investigation. (By coinci- 


dence, he also is Mrs. Redshaw’s personal | 


lawyer and is now helping to assess the es- 
tate.) The suspicion of robbery was borne 
out by Mrs. Redshaw’s estimate that the 
killers had taken about $15,000 in gems 
plus “an unknown amount of currency.” 
‘But if the motive was robbery, why did 
the killers leave assorted pieces of jewelry 
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STORE, an old bank, was open to customers only by appointment. Red- 


shaw kept precious stuff—jewelry and watches—in the bank’s vaults. 


scattered about the vault? Why did they not 
take the $229 in Redshaw’s wallet, the 12- 
carat diamond on his finger and about 
$4,000 in gems in his pockets? 

Even more strange; if robbery was the 
motive, why is Mrs. Redshaw gripped with 
the dread that her husband’s killers will re- 
turn to kill her and her daughter? This dread 
is very real. She absolutely refused to per- 
mit a PARADE photographer to take her pic- 
ture. “Please don't ask me for any story 
about my huSband,” she begged in dis- 
traught tones. “The play is ended — Jack 
is gone.” 

What was he like alive? Would a look 
into the way he lived tell how and why he 
died? Hoping that it would, Sheriff Benson 
and Attorney Boyle began a painstaking 
check of Redshaw’s strange career. Born 
the son of a coal mine? in Spring Valley, 
Ill., on July 24, 1894, Redshaw came to 
Granville with his parents in 1912. For a 
time he worked in a coal mine; in 1919, 
after leaving the Army, he became Gran- 
ville’s postmaster. According to one story, 
he got started in the trading business when 
he admired the bamboo pen of a customer, 
bought a dozen and traded them off for 
some old watches, pocket knives and rub- 
ber boots. 


Life With Fear 


But as his fame and wealth grew — 
though Boyle says the latter was less than 
most people thought — Redshaw became 
more eccentric and secretive, especially 
during the past three years. The shades of 
his house were kept drawn day and night. 
He always drove to and from work —a 
short three blocks —- and never by the same 
route as the day before. He carried a loaded 
pistol in his pocket, besides keeping the 
sub-machine gun on his desk. He walked 
furtively on the street, seldom stopping 
long to chat. When an out-of-town car came 
into Granville, Redshaw often took down 
its plate number and checked up on who 
owned it. Says a neighbor: “He lived with 
fear; you could almost smell it coming out 
of him.” 

He had few friends. In spite of the fame 


he brought Granville, most people here dis- 

liked him. “He had very little to do with 

people here,” a lunchroom attendant told 

PARADE, “and people had very little to do 

with him, for few were ever invited to his 

house. He was interested in only one thing 
making money.” 

Said another: “He was richer than any- 
body in town, yet his lunch was mostly a 
small sandwich at a luncheonette — and he 
never left a tip.” 

Another man said he felt sorry for Mrs. 
Redshaw. “She was just a slave to him,” he 
said. “He was a shrewd, ambitious man who 
wouldn't let anything get in his way.” 

Mrs. Redshaw makes no comment on 
that. She does imply that their life together 
was less than festive. “We never went any- 
where,” she says. “It was just work all the 
time, seven days a week, Jack and me 
together.” 


Music-box Sentiment 


Redshaw evidently was fond of his daugh- 
ter Mary Ella, at least during their early 
years together. When she'd leave home for 
a semester at a private school, Redshaw 
would always play the tender hymn, God 
Be With You Till We Meet Again, on a 
music box. He had high hopes, says Mrs. 
Redshaw, “that Mary Ella would take over 
the business when her parents were gone.” 

There is some feeling that the daughter's 
failure to “develop into the sharp trader he 
was” led to a change in Redshaw’s attitude. 
“He was a petty dictator,” one neighbor 
says. “He broke up Mary Ella’s marriage to 
a GI. I'd say she hated him — at least, she 
was afraid of him. Of course, nobody thinks 
she hated him enough to kill him.” 

Most of his business associates cared 
little for Redshaw. Said one jeweler: “He ° 
was honest — always paid his bills on time 
— but he was peculiar. He liked to flatter ‘ 
other people if in turn they flattered him. 
He thought of himself as a sophisticated 
man of the world, with a vast knowledge of 
all fields —- literature, philosophy, politics, 
economics, rare objects. True, he did have 
a collection of jewels second to none and 
his collection of rare watches and clocks

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belonged in a museum. But he'd sell any- 
thing to make a profit.” 
He fascinated visitors. “He'd talk to you 


for two or three hours on how great a man, 


he was,” says one salesman. “He hypnotized 
you with his massive body and deep eyes. 
His clothes were the finest but they looked 
as if he’d slept in them, with food stains 
splattered all over them.” 

He trusted nobody. Says a jeweler in the 
nearby town of Peru: “He wouldn't even 
build a new house because he was afraid 
the architects might cheat him because he 
had a lot of money.” 

Some in Granville, though, speak highly 
of Redshaw. During World War II, they 
recall, he paid for 200 subscriptions to the 
local newspaper for Granville GIs away 
from home. He wasn’t a church-goer but 
he once gave a badly needed piano to a local 
church. He regularly gave big amounts of 
cash to charity, delighting in matching the 
contributions of anyone who gave $100, 
$500 or even $1,000. 

“That was just another way he had to 
show off,” scoffs one of his neighbors. “Be- 
lieve me, his passing didn’t make for a sad 
funeral around here.” 

That violent death came to such a man 
—so disliked and so obviously living in 
dread of something — was no surprise. Be- 
ing a sharp trader, point out some of his 
neighbors, Redshaw may well have been 
killed by someone who felt he'd been bilked 
in a trade. Even more likely, he may have 
been shot during a quarrel with a friend or 
business associate, for Redshaw easily 
angered some people. This theory is bol- 
stered by Boyle, who points out: “Redshaw 
almost certainly knew the killers, for he 
wouldn’t let anyone he didn’t know ‘well 
into the vaults, even at gunpoint.” The main

discrepancy here is that Redshaw kept a list 
of people he had appointments to see — 
and he had no appointments that morning. 

Others here think Redshaw may have 
been the victim of a gangland killing. It had 
long been rumored that some of Redshaw’s 
merchandise, with or without his knowl 
edge, was stolen goods. Redshaw, according 
to this theory, was shot by disgruntled 
thieves (whose names he might not have 
put on his appointment list) after a quarrel 
over a split-up. 

Some backing for the belief that Red- 
shaw was tied to the underworld came from 
a recent St. Louis Post-Dispatch story by 
astute crime reporter Theodore C. Link. He 
wrote that Redshaw was the third man to 
be killed in a frantic hunt by gangsters for 
the missing $303,000 Greenlease ransom 
money. (Six-year-old Bobby Greenlease 
was kidnaped from his Kansas City home 
in 1953; his father paid $600,000 to the kid- 
napers, who later were captured, with only 
half the ransom money. The rest, they said, 
had been stolen from them.) 

According to the Post-Dispatch, the 
underworld had been sizzling with rumors 
that all or part of the ransom money was

locked in a Granville, Ill., vault. Redshaw 
was cut down, sources told Link, by gang- 
Sters trying to steal the money. However, 
say Boyle and Sheriff Benson, an intensive 
probe has found no evidence to indicate 
that Redshaw ever bought stolen goods or 
possessed the ransom money. 

Revenge? Robbery? A gangland slaying? 
The murder, it’s pretty well agreed here, 
traces back to one or more of those motives. 
But to pin down the answer, Boyle and 
Benson will have to find out: 

e Was the woman carrying the baby 
working with the killers? 

@ Where did she go when she left the 
car and walked, toward the Exchange? 

© Were the missing jewels and currency 
in the satchel carried by the killers when 
they jumped into the °55 Olds? 

e Why did the killers use two cars — 
knowing that Redshaw kept a watchful eye 
for out-of-town autos — when one would 
have been enough? 

e Why did they bring along a woman, a 
boy and an infant? 

e Why didn’t they steal more than they 


- did? 


Most people here think those questions 
never will be answered, though Boyle says 
he still has a number “of live leads.” Mrs. 
Redshaw, meanwhile, is attempting to cata- 
log the hundreds Of thousands of items in 
her husband’s jumbled collection; after eight 
months, she still has a long way to go. 
Eventually, she says, she'll sell the jewelry, 
guns and other stuff, continue the business 
as an antique shop. 

But for the present she keeps her door 
locked and refuses to do much talking about 
her husband. Thus this riddle o* who killed 
Trader Jack, inside the enigma of Trader 
Jack himself, continues. *

What do you 


for a JOB?

It’s a startling fact that more people are 
looking for jobs today than at the height 
of the Great Depression. Fortunately, 
there is one important difference: most 
of these people are already employed 
They are not job seekers so much as 
better-job seekers. They want more 
money, security or prestige, greater 
comforts or a better future. They are a 
product of America’s steadily rising 
Standard of living. 

If you are one of them. note: There 
Is an art to landing the job you want 
There are special skills in presenting an 
application, handling interviews, nego- 
liating salary. Have you ever applied 
for a job and failed to land it and 
wondered why? Perhaps it is because 
you don't fully understand how best to 
play the role of job seeker. 

This quiz tests your basic concep- 
tions of that role. It covers the major 
areas in the strategy of landing a job 
Your ability to answer the following 
questions correctly is an index of your 
skill as a job seeker 

Answer all the questions before vou 
look at any of the answers 

Score five points for each correct 
answer. The highes: possible score is 
100. If you answer every question cor- 
rectly, you are highly competent in the 
art of landing a job. However, most 
readers will score considerably less; the 
average person will probably score be- 
tween 75 and 85. 

But don’t be misled by your score 
In actually applying for a job. you 
might lose out by handling just one 
factor incorrectly.

Exactly 19 years ago today, shortly after 
7 o'clock in the evening, a 30-year-old 
dream ended in a nightmare. In 23 sec- 
onds, the Hindenburg — a super-luxurious 
leviathan of the air, nearly a quarter of a 
mile long — was reduced from one of the 
most spectacular aircraft the world has 
ever seen to a pile of blackened wreckage. 

I had more than a passing interest in 
this dream, because for three years I had 
been engaged in the development of a 
new-type, non-rigid airship, and at the 
time I was operating from a leased Navy 
hangar at Lakehurst, N. J. So on May 6, 
1937, I joined several hundred Navy and 
civilian personnel there to welcome the 
season’s first arrival of the big German 
airship, which was inaugurating a weekly 
transatlantic service from Frankfurt. 

We will probably never again see any 
type of aircraft so large, so spacious — 
with such luxuries as staterooms for every 
passenger, hot and cold showers, a grand 
piano in the main lounge and a 100-foot 
promenade deck on either side of the pas- 
senger compartment. Bumps (or turbu- 
lence, as we now know rough air in air- 
planes) were unknown aboard the huge 
aircraft; she rode so smoothly that the 
glassware on the shelves behind the bar 
did not even have racks to hold it in place. 

~ The Hindenburg’s payload would make 
a mockery of a whole fleet of our largest 
airplanes even today. Besides accommoda- 
tions for 72 passengers, she carried crated 
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automobiles, drums of chemicals, holds 
full of air freight, and mail — a total of 
more than 50 tons of cargo! 

Shortly before and just after 6 o'clock 
that afternoon, there had been two heavy 
rain showers. As the second shower ended, 
the setting sun broke through the clouds 
in the west, and the Hindenburg nosed 
toward us from the east, sunlight reflecting 
brightly from her silvery sides. The ship 
moved majestically overhead at about 30 
mph, her diesel engines rumbling quietly, 
passengers waving handkerchiefs from her 
promenade windows. 

Passing over the mooring mast, the 
giant Zeppelin started a wide, easy turn 
into the wind, a mile or so off the field 
boundary. Gradually she approached the 
mooring point, losing speed and altitude 
until, at about 200 feet, port and starboard 
yaw lines snaked ffom hatches in her nose. 
Ground parties of Navy men ran the lines 
to either side, and dug their heels in to 
hold her firm. 

Meanwhile, a main mooring-line party 
awaited a heavier cable which was being 
lowered from the bow. I was standing in 
front of the stub mast by the main moor: 
ing-line winch, the nose of the airship 
hovering directly above me. 

At this point, a light wind from the east 
began drifting the ship to starboard. The 
Navy landing officer issued an order for 
the port bow line party to hold. After the 
order was given. I heard the engines ac- 


celerate and looked up to see to which 
props the power had been applied. 
Suddenly there was an orange flash at 
a point just forward of the port rear power 
car. Almost instantly I felt a concussion 
Having worked with a hydrogen-filled air- 
ship for a year, | decided — in a split 
that the world’s biggest bomb 
five million cubic 


second 
was about to let go 
feet of hydrogen gas. The next five sec- 
onds I dug in, in an effort to escape from 
under the ship. 

It was like trying to run out from under 
a cumulus cloud. The huge mass seemed 
to be coming straight down on top of us. 
I vividly recall seeing the sparse grass on 
the sandy soil brilliantly lighted. I felt heat 
like the noonday sun on my back. I did 
not take time even to look back for per- 
haps five more seconds. In that time the 
Hindenburg's nose had reared high in the 
air, and a succession of explosions rumbled 
like low thunder. 

The aft end of the ship was still air- 
borne; but all along the keel black objects 
were dropping off. I dove under the steel 
Structure of the mooring mast and took 
my first good look at what was happening 

The aircraft was on fire from bow to 
stern and settling gently, almost daintily, 
to the ground. Incredibly, human beings 
were running out from under the crushed 
base of the ship. Girders crumpled on con- 
tact, but little figures kept racing from the 
flames, some falling flat, then getting up 
and falling again to lie still. 

A continuous metallic crackling sound 
and a steady overall roar was pierced by 
cries and screams from spectators, over- 
whelmed by the magnitude of the disaster 
they were witnessing. Loud and clear 
above the roar of the flames and screams 
I heard the shouted order of the Navy 
landing officer: “Navy, stand fast for 
rescue!” 


Lost: 35 Lives 

Within the next 30 seconds many were 
saved who probably would have been 
trapped by the collapse of the ring girders. 
Civilian and Navy personnel rushed back 
toward the ship, which now lay completely 
on the ground, burning’ furiously from 
nose to tail cone and disintegrating by the , 
second. Limp -bodies and staggering survi- 
vors just outside of the fire were snatched 
to safety or prevented from dashing 
blindly back into the inferno. 

There, in a few minutes, 35 lives were 
snuffed out, the first casualties of any kind 
in 30 years of commercial dirigible opera- 
tions — including the earliest experimental 
days of Count Zeppelin’s time. Never be- 
fore had an art been so highly perfected. 
dramatically proved, then abandoned at 
what had seemed its moment of triumph. 
To this day, the cause of the explosion still 
is subject to debate. 

The Hindenburg disaster, following suc- 
cessive wrecks of our own Navy airships, 
shattered thé world’s confidence in the 
whole idea of the big airship. It was the, 
end not only of a dream, but of anera.

1 pint each of four flavors 2 quarts chocolate 
ice cream and sherbet ice cream 

Colored sugar ‘% pint whipping cream 
Chill loaf pan (8” x 5” x 3’). With a small ice cream 
scoop, shape balls of ice cream and sherbet (except 
chocolate) and place them in freezer trays; chill until 
very firm. Soften chocolate ice cream; whip until fluffy. 
Place a layer of ice cream balls in assorted colors in 
bottom of chilled loaf pan. Fill spaces with whipped 
chocolate ice cream. Repeat until pon is filled. Freeze 
overnight or several hours. Invert on platter. Apply 
moist warm cloths to bottom and sides of pan until 
ice cream slips out. Return to freezing section until 


very firm again. Frost top and sides with ice cream, 
putting some of it through a pastry tube for garnish. 
Sprinkle with colored sugar. Keep in freezing com- 
partment until ready to serve. Makes 12 to 16 slices.

CAMDEN, ME. 
Each Monday morning during summer, a 
covey of white-winged schooners glides out 
of the tiny harbor here and into the rock- 
bound waters of Penobscot Bay. Aboard each 
ship. 25 to 30 vacationing landlubbers lean 
on the gunwales and try to catch the full 
flavor of a bygone era. Many of them, like 
George and Carmen Burnett of Minneapolis 
pictured aboard the Alice S$. Wentworth 
have come long distances to taste the ro- 
mantic tranquility of cruising under sail. 

Married less than a year, George, a young 
doctor, and Carmen, a nurse, considered 
their schooner voyage a delayed honeymoon. 
Che footloose Wentworth, with no established 
ports of call but flitting where winds and 
tides would take it, appealed to their vaga- 
bond urge. The carefree pace gave them time 
to be alone together, to exchange quips with 
the other passengers, to soak up sunshine on 
the deck house. 

Each day, the Wentworth logged six hours 
of sailing, anchoring in time for its passengets 
to take a quick dip in the chilling Maine 
waters. (Carmen took George's word for the 
bay’s temperature; she spent her time sun- 
bathing, never went near the water.) After 
the evening meal, the passengers went ashore 
to explore local villages. 

Sometimes social life focused on the ship, 
not ashore. Two big events of the week on 
shipboard were a “get-acquainted” party on 
Monday and a lobster broil on Friday. By the 
time the latter rolled around, all 27 one-week 
Sailors were close friends. 

Days began early for George and Carmen. 
First step was washing, with a tin basin and 
cold water from one of the fresh-water casks. 
(After two days of this, they discovered that 
the cook would heat water if you asked.) 
After breakfast in the dining salon, they spent 
the day on deck: there were rugged land- 
scapes to be admired, jokes to be told, books

to be read, letters to be written, games to be 
played. They spent part of the afternoon nap- 
ping in the sun. 

Occasionally someone would organize a 
campaign to “sail the ship the old-fashioned 
way.” George and the other men would hoist 
the sails by hand. (Normally a “donkey en- 
gine” does the job.) The girls would help to 
coil lines or aid in taking the stops out of the 
sails. After the back-breakihg work of hoist- 
ing the mainsail, George listened admiringly 
as owner Don Snyder told of old seamen who 
sailed schooners singlehanded — and before 
the days of donkey engines. 

On the Wentworth, work (maybe because 
it was not obligatory) became play Carmen 
pitched in to help peel potatoes. Some of the 
others helped to swab decks, and George took 
a turn at the wheel, with skipper W. A. 
Haskell, an old schooner hand, giving advice.

“3. Travel with a good map, such as those issued by the AAA, 
so you can chart your course.

If you're going to drive on a well-traveled 
route, vou'll make far better time if you get on the highway before 
most of the other motorists. Likewise, try to get back early and avoid 
getting trapped in the late Sunday crush. 


Never exceed the 
posted speed limits. When traveling at high speeds on express 
routes, allow plenty of following distance from the car ahead. Don't 
pass on hills or curves, and avoid driving if drowsy or tired.”

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Don’t Argue Men, 
About Who’s Safe Driver 


ON’T argue with your wives about the relative merits of 
1) male and female drivers, men. Avoid the subject ltke 
the plague and drop it like a hot potato should your 


spouse bring it up. 


And bring it up she might, because the latest statistics are all 
in favor of the womenfolk, especially womenfolk under 25. 


These statistics appear to indicate that the gals are much saner, 
safer and more careful drivers than we are, men. 


Here are some of the cold and cruel facts your ever-lovin’ 
may use to overwhelm you: 


Ten times as many men drivers are involved in fatal accidents 
as women drivers. In all accidents—including injury-producing 
and property damage accidents as well as fatal—six times as 
many men drivers are involved. 


So what, you retort scornfully, everybody knows there are 
lots more men drivers than women. 


But if your little woman has read further, you're a goner. 


It so happens that of the 72,000,000 or so registered drivers 
in this country, about 21,000,000 of them are women: that leaves 
51,000,000 men drivers. In other words, the ratio of male to 
female drivers is only 5 to 2—not 10 to 1 or 6 to 1. 


Even your feeble, ““Yes, Dear, but men drive more miles than 
women,” probably will serve only to strengthen her belief you're 
still the pig-headed brute she found out you were after she 
passed up a much better catch. 


As for women drivers under 25, they've been given another 
insurance rate reduction in most parts of the country, which 
means these young gals can obtain insurance coverage at about 
half the cost to their young male counterparts.

A MAGNIFICENT VALUE IN THE FORD FAMILY OF FINE CARS 
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-XP-500 Will Run on ‘Anything’, But It’s Still Experimental 


HE XP-500, first automobile in the world powered by a new engine that burns almost 
any type of fuel, is reported by General Motors president Harlow H. Curtice. 


It will be unveiled at the May 15-16 dedication of the new General Motors Technical 
Center, where such engines have been under test the last three years. 


Known as the free piston engine, designated GM-10-10, Curtice said the experimental power 
package represents an entirely new concept in automotive power. 


“Although the principle of the free piston engine has been known for more than 30 years,” 


the GM president declared, “General Motors research staff is first to put it to work in an 
automobile.” 

The XP-500's engine has no crankshaft or connecting rods, no rotating parts in the manner 
of a conventional auto engine with its pistons spinning a crankshaft. Basically its pistons 
operate like a bicycle tire pump or old-fashioned fireplace bellows, blowing hot gases through 
a pipe to a turbine.

Curtice said engineers directed by Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad, GM vice president in charge 


of research staff, are the first to 
design a free piston engine into 
such a small compact unit. It gen- 
erates a nominal 250 horsepower 
and is described as a Siamese unit. 

This means it consists of two 
parallel cylinders, each containing 
a set of two horizontally opposed 
pistons, a departure from previous 
free piston engine design. 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of a free piston engine is an 
unfinicky fuel appetite. In tests 
at Technical Center a unit has 
run on all types of mineral oils 
from high octane gasolines to so- 
called bunker “C™ or residual 
fuels. 

In fact, a GM experimental unit 
has been fuelled with whale oil, 
peanut and other vegetable oils. 

Although it is in the very early 
experimental stage, Underwood ex- 
plained, the engine offers engi- 
neers many interesting possibilities 
with a new form of power not 
only for passenger cars but also 
buses. trucks, military vehicles. 

It has few high precision parts 
as compared with conventional 
auto piston engines and gas tur- 
bines. Also, engineers say, it is 
inherently balanced so that it op- 
erates virtually without vibration, 
and the comparative absence of 
rotating parts would cause little 
wear of rubbing metals. 

The pistons are arranged oppo 
site one another in horizontal cyl- 
inders. An air-fuel charge fired 
between them—-with injectors like 
a Diesel—drives the pistons apart, 
compressing air at the ends of the 
cylinders. 

The compressed air bounces the 
pistons back toward inner “dead 
center” and as they travel inward 
they also compress air that pumps 
into a Diesel cylinder. The back- 
and-forth movement continues to 
compress air which is piped to a 
turbine. w 

Because these exhaust gases 
pumped to the turbine are rela- 
tively cool, no higher than 900 
degrees Fahrenheit, the turbine 
blades can be made of non-critical, 
non-strategic materials. 

In the XP-500 the free piston 
unit or “air pump” is under the 
hood. The pipe to the turbine 
runs along one of the car's side 
or chassis frames, thus giving the 
passenger compartment a “flat 
door.” In the rear compartment 
the turbine is combined with the 
transmission-axle units, transmit- 
ting power to the rear wheels.

Your car is a key to an enjoy 

able vacation. It can take you 
places for a memorable Missour 
vacation, or it can afford ease of 
traveling and convenience of setting 
up your own time schedule for 
much longer trips. 

Unfortunately, it also can spoil 
your vacation! And all too often, 
it does. The thing is, its nearly 
always something that could have 
been prevented an accident 
caused by carelessness, forgetting to 
have the car checked, or possibly 
overlooking extra tires or an extra 
set of car keys. 

Let's take a look first at the 
things which affect your car. 

If you forget that all-important 
check-up, you may be in for 
trouble—not only from “major” 
and obvious things like the motor 
and tires, but from those “lesser 
evils” which can impair the fun of 
your trip if they go wrong. 

And how about such items like 
extra tires (on a long tmp), an 
extra fan belt or generator belt or 
checking hydromatic fluid. These 
things and others—like your wiper, 
tire jack, forgetting to check your 
driver's license—all can give you 
trouble and spoil your vacation 
fun 

You should take with you, also, 
such items as a first-aid kit, two 
flashlights, an extra set of car keys 

all of which can prevent unex- 
pected trouble. 

Then, of course, there are the 
hazards of driving. The Missouri 
State Highway Patrol’s Department 
of Public Information and Educa- 
tion points to these 10 things which 
vacationing motorists too often 
overlook as the cause of many ac- 
cidents: 

1. Thoughts of the vacation and 
planning the fun causes motorists 
to forget the seriousness of driving. 

2. Excessive speed in trying to 
reduce travel adds to the hazards 
of vacation driving (and won't nec-

For Auto Tires 


F YOUR vacation plans include 

a long motor trip, remember that 
this is no vacation for your tires. 

Auto tires generally get their 
most severe workout of the year 
On cross-country summer drives. 
They must go farther and faster 
than usual with a heavier load and 
generally in higher temperatures. 
And all of these factors are tire 
enemies, say tire company engi- 
neers. 

Before starting out, consult your 
owners manual to find out how 
much air pressure your tires should 
carry. Keep this information in 
your glove compartment, for quick 
reference on the trip. 

Air pressures ate not the same 
for all cars, for all models of the 
same car or even for front and rear 
tires. of an individual auto. 

It's important for the motorist to 
know how much pressure is needed 
so he can see this pressure is main- 
tained. Tire pressures should be 
checked carefully at the beginning 
of the journey and at least cvery 
other day along the way. 

Stick to the recommended pres- 
sures for normal driving conditions.
